WORK BEGINS. 



Large Force of Hands Break 
Dirt on Tennessee Central. 



Starting Point in Phelps' Field 
Near Illinois Central 
Depot. 



Robt. Russell, contractor on the 
Hopkinsvilie end of the Tennessee 
Central railroad, pitched camp yes- 
terday in R. H. Holland s field and 
h (jetting ready to begin work at 
once. Mr. Russell lias 80 bead of 
mules and drivers for them and his 
representative. O. D. Thompson, 
has been trying for several days to 
secure 100 hands, paying them $1 
$1.25 a day. A good many have 
been secured and actual work is 
expected to begin to-day. Dirt will 
be broken in Crab Apple pond, just 
south ot town on the Palmyra pike. 
There will be a cut on both sides of 
the pond, which will be traversed 
,and cut in two. The first work 
will be to make this fill from tbe 
cuts on either side. 
The road runs so close to J. R. Mc- 
Clnre's house that it bits bis kitchen 
in the yard. Crossing into Holland's 
fields it cuts bis farm in two 
and runs through the paddocks of 
Dr. M. W. Williams' stock farm. 
It crosses Main street a little fur- 
ther out than the first survey and 
lects with the I. C. in tbe 
Phelps property. A price of $1200 
is asked for the right of way 
through the Phelps farm, $200 more 
than the road offered. 

There is a good deal of grading 
and cutting to do near the city 
the work will be divided betv 
two crews, one working east and 
the other west of the Palmyra road. 
When four miles has been graded, 
the construction camp will bemoved 
and track will be laid from thi 
end. 

If anybody has entertained a 
doubt that the T. C means busi 
ness, he has only to use his eyes to 
becunvinced that Hopkinsvilie is 
certain to have the road as soon as 
it can be built. Work is going 
ahead at several other points, p 
tically along the whole line betw 
here and Nashville.

The Egg-Laying Hen. 

There are those who pose as 
experts who scoff at the theory 
that there is an egg-laying type 
of hens. They call it an absurd 
theory to claim that one type of 
a hen nil! lay more eggs in a 
year than another. The belief 
that thore is, an egg-laying type 
was founded on the theory that a 
wedge-shaped hen like a wedge- 
shaped cow would be more pro- 
ductive than one with a squar. 
body and a heavy breast. 

This theory was found by ex- 
j perience to square with the facts 
and a good many successful poul- 
trymen . have proved to tb< 
satisfaction that the hen that is 
| deep and wide in the rear is the 
one to expect a large number of 
eggs from. In speaking of 
depth and width in this connec- 
tion we use the words in their 
comparative rather than their 
positive sense, for all the hens of 
some breeds arc deep and wide 
in the rear, but in these breeds 
— the Cochin, for instance — the 
front as well as the rear of the 
body is deep and wide. 

Mr. Greene of Bofvhf Farm 
told us of a breeder of White 
Rocks who began to select his 
best layers with a view to pro- 
ducing a distinctively egg-laying 
strain. After two years he gave 
it up because his hens were as- 
suming too much of the Leghorn 
shape to be good Plymouth 
Rocks. This is nothing against 
the Plymouth Rocks, for they 
are a general purpose breed good 
for eggs or meat, and one can- 
not look for great superiority 
along two lines in any one breed. 

The other day, while going 
over Riverside Farm with Mr. 
Forsyth, we came to a bunch 
of fine Brown Leghorns, big 
lusty hens, wide across the rump 
and deep behind the legs. We 
remarked that those hens ought 
to ue good layers. 

"They are," said Mr. Forsyth, 
"those wedge-shaped hens are 
like my wedge-shaped Guernsey 
cows; they are my best layers." 

"How do you find them as 
winter layers?" we asked. 

"The best in the world," was 
the answer. "They may 
what they please about B 
Leghorns, but I know that 
of a hen lays as well in winl 
any breed and they keep it up 
right through the summer." 

If there is any one in the busi- 
ness who is qualified to give an 
unprejudiced answer it is Mr. 
Forsyth, for be has three varie- 
ties of Leghorns, Houdans, two 
varieties of Wyandots and two 
of Plymouth Rocks. 

His opinion was confirmed by 
Mr. Leonard, also of Owego, who 
keeps Brown Leghorns for mar- 
ket eggs alone. We asked him 
some questions, without telling 
him why, and his replies con- 
firmed what Mr. Forsyth had 
said. Mr. Leonard further said 
he kept Brown Leghorns after 
trying several other varieties, 
because they were most profita- 
ble on his farm. 

We noticed that the egg-laying 
type was prominent among the 
birds we saw there. Mr. Leon- 
ard is not a fancier. He keeps 
hens for what they will make 
for him at market prices. 

We hold it true that the most 
prolific hen may be selected by 
her shape.— Commercial Poultry.

In my mind it 
fectly legitimate, and when one 
understands how to proceed aud 
accomplish the points desired it 
is no doubt the shortest and best 
method to pursue. It is a well 
known fact that all of the Ameri- 
can breeds are made up from 
the larger Asiatic on the smaller 
Mediterranean, or some other 
crosses which is made up of un- 
known blood mixtures. There 
is uo need of our worrying over 
the purity of the blood so long as 
they come up to the standard rej 
quirement aDd possess the breed- 
ing qnalities to reproduce these 
same requirements. 

The writer has given this sub- 
ject a great deal of thoncrhr. h?- 
ing a breeder of one of the new 
breeds that do not breed as true 
to the standard as he thinks 
they should. He has thought 
seriously of going outside for 
blood to correct the defects that 
so persistently crops out, and I 
am satisfied if I had the neces- 
sary room for carrying out my 
plans it would be my quickest 
way to the top of the ladder. I 
quote from Mr. J. H. Davis in 
bis book "The art of Poultry 
Breeding" under the chapter of 
outcrossing he says: 

"The intelligent breeder then 
who breeds for the results will 
not be afraid of an outcross if 
made on scientific principles and 
with the single purpose of 
proving his birds, as he may 
think they need improving. But

In these 
experiments the skim-milk was 
valned at twenty-five cents per 
hundred pounds, but some care- 
ful poultry feeders believe fifty 
cents per hundred not too high a 
valuation. Skim-milk can be fed 
sweet or after it is quite thick 
and sour. It is necessary, in

Wash the Eggs. 

Commission merchants say 
that on an average there is a 
ference of four cents a dozen 
tween soiled eggs and those that 
are sent to market bright 
clean, says Poultry Farmer. And 
it is not necessary that all the 
eggs of a shipment shall be soiled 
in order to make the consign 
ment rank as such. Even a very 
small proportion of soiled eggs 
in a package will cause the whole 
to be rated several cents below 
the market price. The tramp- 
ling on the eggs by dirty feet of 
the hens, fresh from the moist 
earth of the yards, and the dis- 
coloration produced does not af- 
fect the contents but it gives the 
egg an uninviting appearance, 
and it is not expected that people 
will be indifferent to the looks of 
things which they buy for their 
table.

Senator J.J. Watkins, of Union 
county, who baa been in the city for 
the past two days attending the 
meeting of tbe Second Congressional 
District Teachers' Association, left 
Saturday afternoon for Louisville. 
Senator Watkins has been consid- 
ering for some time the advisability 
of making the race for the Demo

Louisville Is Once More to Be 
Wide Open for Prize 
Righting:. 



Hicks, in Word and Works, sums 
up December weather as follows: 

From the 2nd to the 4th inclusive, 
cloudiness, with rain and snow will 
pass eastward!)' across the country. 
The cold weather sure to follow the 
first storm period of the month will 
moderate on and touching the 7th 
and 8th, the barometer will fall, 
winds will drop around to southerly, 
and more rain, turning to snow, 
west and north, will passeastward- 
ly across the country. On and 
about the 8tb, general rains, with 
possible lightning and thunder 
southward, are probable. In all 
reasonable probability, a wide and 
general cold wave will spread over 

e country from about the 9th to 

e 12th. 

A reSular storm period is central 
on the 14th, covering the 12th to the 
17th. The disturbances of this 
period will reach a crisis within 
forty-eight hours of the time of full 
moon on the 14th, naturally after 
rather than before that hour. Dur- 
ing this period many very decided 
winter storms will visit the North 
Atlantic ocean, making navigation 
perilous and unpleasant. In fact, 
a long and severe spell of boreal 
storms and storminess, especially 
on the seas and along northern 
coasts, will set in about this time 
and continue well through the re- 
mainder of the month. Very decid- 
ed blizzards in the north and west 

11 be very natural on and about 
the 14th and 15th. Behind these 
storms look for a very high barom- 
eter, with severe winter gales from 
the northwest, and cold wave that 
will be felt in varying degrees to 
tbe southern coasts. 

All through this pari of the 
month continued tendency to winter 
storms will prevail, but a marked 
return to storm conditions, with 
general rain and may he expected 
about the 19th to 21st. On the 21st 
these reactional storms will culmi- 
nate in possible winter thunder, 
wind and rain, especially to the 
south, but it will be wise to look for 
a sudden change to snow, sleet and 
freezing, as the center of the low 
barometer works well to the east. 

The last storm period for Decem- 
ber and the year 1902 is central on 
Christmas day, the 25th. Storms of 
this period may have developed in 
Western sections by the 25th, but 
central aud- eastern parts of the 
country will most likely have fair 
and moderate weather Christmas 
day. From about Friday, Mie 2(>th, 
to Monday, the 29th, rain and snow 
will advance eastward quite across 
the country, leaving very cold 
weather behind them over most of 
the country as the month goes out.

Malcolm Yeoman Talks of Oover- 
nor's Race. 



Henderson, Ky., Nov. 27.— In an 
interview here this morning Hon. 
Malcolm Yeaman set at rest the ru- 
mors that he would be a candidate 
for the Democratic nomination for 
governor.
